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Between seven and eight hundred 
persons attended the twenty-sixth an- 
nual meeting of the National Tuber- 
culosis Association at Memphis and 
judging from the numerous expres- 
sions of opinion on the program, the 
hospitality, the city, the incidental 
features of the meeting, and the qual- 
ity of attendance, all measured up to 
the most favorable meetings of other 
years.

SecTION MEETINGS 


In the Sociological and Administra- 
tive Sections the outstanding features 
of the program were, first of all, the 
two innovations in the latter section, 
the Alabama Movable School and the 
critique on printed matter. The Ala- 
bama Movable School held the ca- 
pacity audience silent and gripped 
with interest for three hours while 
Professor Campbell and his various 
colored workers showed how they 
taught home economics, farm eco- 
nomics, personal hygiene, and sanita- 
tion to the rural Negro farmers of 
Alabama. The critique on printed 
matter by Douglas McMurtrie was 
rated by many who had been in simi- 
lar meetings as the best of its type 
they had ever attended. 

A second feature of the program 
of interest to everyone was the em- 
phasis placed on the problem of tuber- 
culosis among Negroes, appearing in 
each of the four sections. Particularly 
in the Sociological Section was the 
problem stressed with an introductory 
Paper on the epidemiological aspects 
of tuberculosis among Negroes, by Dr. 
Opie, and another group of papers by 
Mr. S. L. Smith and associates on the

sociological aspects of the problem. 
These papers will be published in the 
September number of the Journal of 
Outdoor Life, which is to be devoted 
to the problem of tuberculosis among 
Negroes, In the Clinical and in the 
Pathological Sections tuberculosis 
among Negroes was also stressed. 

The reports of the research work- 
ers under the Committee on Medical 
Research comprised about half the 
program of the Pathological Section. 
Especially significant were the papers 
dealing with the sugars of the tu- 
bercle bacillus. 

In the Clinical Section the two 
outstanding sessions were the one on 
differential diagnosis with a group of 
papers of an unusually high caliber 
and the symposium on the surgery of 
the phrenic nerve. 

The secretaries meetings preceding 
the annual meeting proper attracted 
an unusually large attendance of city 
and state secretaries. The child 
health education conference on Satur- 
day was also well attended in spite of 
the fact that it came on the last day. 
It was generally voted as the best 
conference of its sort that the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association had 
ever conducted. 

Criticism from those who attended 
the meeting regarding any of the fea- 
tures, arrangements or program is 
earnestly invited for consideration of 
next year’s meeting.

Dr. Sewall Honored 


At the General Meeting on Wed- 
nesday evening, May 7, at the Hotel 
Peabody, Memphis, Tennessee, the 
president of the National Tubercu- 
losis Association, Dr. Linsly R. Wil- 
liams, in behalf of the Special Com- 
mittee on Award announced that the 
Trudeau Medal had been awarded to 
Dr. Henry Sewall, of Denver, Colo- 
rado. Dr. Gerald B. Webb, Chair- 
man of the Committee, was not there 
to make the award. 

Dr. Williams said that in choosing 
Dr. Sewall the Committee had unani- 
mously agreed upon this physician 
who had started his career as a prac- 
titioner of medicine only to fall ill of 
tuberculosis. He went to the Adiron- 
dacks in the early nineties and was 
the first resident physician in the 
Trudeau Sanatorium. From there he 
went to Johns Hopkins and made a 
number of researches in the field of 
physiology. He later went to Colo- 
rado Springs to practice his specialty 
—tuberculosis. 

“During a period of thirty years he 
has been a tower of strength in the 
anti-tuberculosis field,” to quote Dr. 
Williams. ‘He is a student of tuber- 
culosis, a scholarly physician, one who 
has written much in a most concise 
and delightful style and who has 
given counsel, time without number, 
to many individuals in Colorado who 
came to him for advice in scientific 
research in the field of tuberculosis.” 

Another honor was paid Dr. Sewall 
on May 26 when a dinner was given 
him in celebration of his seventy-fifth 
birthday by the board of managers 
and the medical advisory board of the 
National Jewish Hospital at Denver.

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First Quarter Drop 
in Death Rate 


The death rate from tuberculosis in 
the first quarter of the year 1930 in- 
dicates a new minimum in the mor- 
tality from that disease according to 
the April Statistical Bulletin of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany. Among white policy holders 
the death rate was only 65.3, a reduc- 
tion of 10.3 per cent from the lowest 
figure that had previously been re- 
corded in the corresponding period. 
Among the colored policy holders the 
death rate was 207.8, marking a drop 
of 4.6 per cent from the lowest pre- 
vious figure. Normally low tuber- 
culosis mortality comes in the follow- 
ing months, so, unless something un- 
foreseen transpires, the outlook is 
that the downward swing of the tu- 
berculosis death rate will continue. 

Miss Whitney, statistician of the 
National Tuberculosis Association, 
says that the reports from this source 
are indicative of what may be ex- 
pected among the entire population of 
the U. S. when final figures for 1929 
are available from the U. S. Census 
Bureau.

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Conference on Child Health 


At the sixth annual conference on 
Child Health Education for tubercu- 
losis workers in Memphis, Saturday 
afternoon, May 10, Miss Elma Rood 
of Peabody College presided and 
there was an attendance of about a 
hundred and fifty. Discussion topics 
were limited to high school health 
programs and to the use of the 
“Teacher’s Inventory of Health As- 
sets,’ the new aid to teachers in 
evaluating health conditions in school- 
room and community recently pub- 
lished by the National Tuberculosis 
Association. Miss Katherine Con- 
nelly, School Health Consultant on 
the National staff, discussed “Some 
Psychological Aspects of High School 
Health Education”; Mrs. Blanche 
De Koning of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
and Mrs. Jessie Steitz of Rochester, 
N. Y., reported on results obtained 
after a month’s intensive work in 
high schools in their respective cities 
and Miss Mildred Manson of At- 
lanta gave an account of her experi- 
ence in developing the high school 
health program through the Home 
Economics Department. 

After a brief presentation of the 
“Teacher’s Inventory of Health As- 
sets” by Miss Louise Strachan of the 
National staff, Mrs. Sadie Orr Dun- 
bar of Oregon discussed its possibili- 
ties for use in rural schools, and Miss 
Anita Henkel of Oklahoma City dis- 
cussed its use in city schools. Dr. 
Willis A. Sutton, Superintendent of 
Schools in Atlanta, Georgia, whose 
inspiring address at the Saturday 
morning session of the Sociological 
section will long be remembered, at- 
tended the afternoon conference and 
took part in the general discussion. 
Dr. Walter Brown of Pennsylvania, 
Dr. M. W. Newcomb of New Jersey 
and Dr. C. W. Polk of Tennessee, 
also made valuable contributions to 
the success of the Conference.

Wall Street, New York. The book will 
be helpful in solving problems of rural 
tuberculosis work as it is one of the first 
and most comprehensive studies thus far 
published. 

The Ohio Public Health Association 
will hold its twenty-ninth annual meeting 
at Columbus, Tuesday, June 3. 

The annual meeting of the West Vir- 
ginia Tuberculosis and Health Associa- 
tion will be held at Huntington June 5. 
Dr. Emerson will make an address. 

The Nebraska Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion has announced the fact that a nutri- 
tion camp is to be installed just outside 
of Omaha. The Lions Club have offered 
to reconstruct a brick building on the 
grounds and put it in perfect condition. 

The Tuberculosis and Health Society 
of Detroit and Wayne County has offered 
to pupils of the public, parochial, and pri- 
vate schools of Detroit and Wayne County 
$5.00 as a prize for the best title for a 
health story that appears in their magazine, 
“The Crusade Lance.” Three awards of

to stimulate interest on the part of 
teachers and children in the tuberculosis 
campaign. 

A successful project to interest children 
in health has been worked out by the St.

Twice a week 
a children’s health hour is broadcast by 
a local station. The “Story Lady” seems 
to be very popular from the amount of 
replies that are received. 

Mrs. J. E. King, chairman of the San 
Antonio Association, has been conducting 
a vigorous program of public health 
among the women’s clubs of Texas. 

A steamboat sailed up the Mississippi 
from Monroe, Louisiana, on May 12, 
conveying passengers who were entertain- 
ed by music and dancing to help tubercu- 
losis work in Ouachita Parish. 

First prize for health work in cities of 
its size was awarded to Syracuse, an- 
nounced April 16 by judges in a na- 
tional contest conducted by the United 
States Chamber of Commerce. The deci- 
sion was based on the excellence of the 
city’s water supply. its garbage and 
sewage disposal, progress in general 
health measures, supervision of food and 
milk supply, dental and health services in 
the schools, advancement of preventive 
measures, and the keeping of adequate 
health records. The Onondaga County 
Health Association, the Syracuse Cham- 


ber of Commerce, and Dr. George C. 
Ruhland, Commissioner of Health, and 
other voluntary health agencies compiled 
the material for presentation.

Won Pulitzer Prize 


Charles R. Macauley, cartoonist on the 
Brooklyn Daily Eagle, who in 1928 drew 
the cartoon, “The Ship of Health is 
Santa’s Flag Ship,” and in 1929 a special 
cartoon for us called “From Coast to 
Coast,” won the 1930 Pulitzer prize of 
$500. It will be remembered that last 
year in connection with the Christmas 
seal sale he also wrote a letter to his car- 
toonist friends describing his own ex- 
perience in the hospital when he was op- 
erated on for tuberculosis of the spine and 
urged them to cooperate in the seal sale 
by making mention of it in their work 
during December.
